Crop Summary 


Reports from correspondents indi- 
cate that there will be an increased 
acreage sown this spring to oats, bar- 
ley and potatoes, and a small decrease 
in the acreage of spring wheat, flax- 
seed and mixed grains. A considerable 
acreage of sod was plowed up last fall 
in Western Ontario as a result of 
the rise in grain prices and unsatis- 
factory returns from cattle-raising 
operations during the preceding three 
or four years. 

The estimated acreage of oats for 
1987 is placed at 2,439,700 acres, an 
increase of 94,000 acres over 1936 and 
the intended acreage of barley is plac- 
ed at 571,100 acres as against 519.- 
200 acres in the preceding year. If 
the weather had been favourable for 
early seeding “of spring wheat, it is 
likely that the acreage of that crop 
would have been expanded in order to 
take advantage of present wheat 
prices/ but owing to the lateness of 
sowing, it i Meved that the acreage 
will show a light decrease, being es- 
timated at 95.900 acres as compared 
with 98,000 acres in 1936. Mixed 
grains acreage is expected to be about 
the same as last year and finxseed 
about four per cent less. The recent 
decline in potato prices has empha- 

sized the difficulty of finding markets 
for a normal yield of potatoes from 
an increased acreage. The area to be 
planted to potatoes is now estimated 
at 149,000 acres as compared With 
145.000 acres in 1935. The demand for 
seed gtain was not a, great 18 ex- 
pected. Considerable quantities of 
seed. grain were carried over from 
the 1985 cfop and many farmers 
cleaned their 19386 grain, even though 
it was of somewhat inferior quality, 

The flow of maple sap was below 
normal again this spring and farmers 
received from’ $1.50 to $2.00 per gal- 
lon, or about.the same 4, last year, 
when production was also light. The 
sugar content was particularly high 
this year.

What is True Temperance? 


The Brewing Industry is an old and honor- 
able industry. 

The oldest company book in existence is 
in the possession of Brewers’ Hall, London— 
the record of the brewing industry in Britain, 
from 1418 to 1440 A.D. 

The industry is, as it has been for many 
years, an industry for profit. It buys materials, 
it sells its products, gives employment, and 
has a capital investment which makes it a 
responsible industry. 

Because the industry carries on a business 
for profit, agitators in certain communities 
try to make people believe that it has no 
social conscience at all—that its effect is to 
corrupt and debauch. 

Yet true temperance is obviously the only 
sensible policy which the Brewing Industry 
conceivably could have!

HERE AND THERE 
Now the Domihion | ‘Department of ' 


Agriculture has quite a reputation for, 
good advice regarding what we should, 
eat and why. It tells us that the fla- 
vour of lamb combines well with all 
kinds of vegetables and it says that 
the lean, vitalizing meat and the ex- 
tent to which vegetables are used 
with lamb meals no doubt accounts 
for the fact that persons eating meals 
built around this meat more readily 
control their weight. Indeed over- 
‘weight people with that menu reduce 
their circumference. This leads to the 
thought that the fat lady on exhibi- 
tion in the Midway at the Fall Fair 
is not given to lamb chops. 

Although the Agricultural author- 
ities declare that lamb is improving, 
we are consuming less than we did 
years ago. Prior to the Great War 
the Canadian consumption was over 
nine pounds per capita per annum; 
last year it was down a little over 
six. In the United States it is about 
seven. 

So far &s physical appearance goes 
just to mention one characteristic, 

New Zealanders and Australians 
do not have to take back water from 
anybody, yet the former get away 
with ov@ll 100 pounds and the latter 
approach that per capita amount. 
The average of the United Kingdom 
people is 31 pounds. In France they 
eat just about the same amount of 
| mutton and lamb as the Canadians, 
the Belgians, and Germans about one 
pound, according to the Agricultural 
Branch of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, Department of Trade and 
Commerce.—Port Hope News.

would make certain big concessions 
to the United States from an econo- 
mic point of view, and a balance 
would be created by Canada being re- 
leased from her obligations to the 
Empire in the gigantic defensive pro- 
gramme of the Commonwealth, 


It is a carefully figured out policy 
on the part of Canada since every one 
of the arrangements will likely lead 
to certain economic benefits for the 
Dominion and also satisfy sectional 
differences that-exist in this country. 
Tt would pacify the many elements 
in Canada who are opposed to ftearm- 
ament on a giant sca’s, and which 
would have been necessary if Canada 
was to carry out her obligations by a 
vroportional contribution to the de- 
fensive costs of the Empire. [t means 
that Canada will not sland in the way 
of a clearing of the international 
trade channels which the present Brit- 
ish foreign policy entails in order to 
preserve peace amongst the nations 
of the world. It will permit Great 
Britain to make a deal with the Unit- 
ed States along economic lines, yet 
without offending or competing a- 


may help world peace to become an 
actuality without stepping harshly on 
the toes of the American sensitiveness 
about mingling in the foreign affairs 
of the European continent since there 
is no doubt that the masses of the 
United States are absolutely opposed

Canada is towards the cities and 
towns rather than the farms. In 1871 
only 19.58 per cent of the population 
lived in cities and towns, while in 1901 
the percentage was but 37. Twenty 
years later the trend increased to 
such an extent that the populations 
of urban and rural centres balanced, 
while today there are more than 800,- 
000 people in the cities and towns 
than on farm#in Canada. This is in- 
dicative of the trend of the population 
in the Dominion. 

The scheme to bring about a scien- 
tific “Back to the Land” movement 
has a great following in Ottawa, and 
it is a certainty that the subject will 
be a matter of national consideration 
and decision in the very near future, 
singe the individuals behind the idea 
are determined to try out the scheme, 
although it must be mentioned here 
that there will be strong opposition a- 
gainst this plan, particularly will 
these advocates of this idea have to 
efface the black cloud in the national

Following is the semi-annual report 
of the Roads and Bridges Committee 
of the County of Hastings as submit- 
ted by Chairman James A. Moore to 
the Warden and Council last week. 
After its reading the report was ad- 
opted by the Council. 

The expenditures from December 
ist, 1936 to May Sist, 1937, were 
$32,535.00, an increase of $5,850.00 
over the preceding year. Snow rembv- 
al costs last winter were $3,150.00, 
compared to $9,240.00 for the prev- 
jous winter, This increase of expend- 
iture is made up in mainly the work 
jn Wollaston in building the new road 
to eliminate two railway crossings, 
which cost $7,500.00. There will be 4 
rebate to the county from the railway 
crossing fund of 40 per cent of the 
above cost. The spring conditions 
were unusually bad and necessitated 
extra. in road maintenance. 

Tn months of April and May 
there were the largest number of 
men employed of any previous year. 
There has been grade improvement 
carried on in Sidney on a new road 
on the Se cee es river; in Thur- 
low on second concession; in Ty- 
endinaga on the north two conces- 
sions of road No, 6; in Rawdon on 
the ‘Ridge Road; in Huntingdon on 
the Madoc and Moira roads; in Hun- 
gerford, building a new section where 
there were three claims for accidents 
last winter of account of high water 
on the roads, Grade improvement is 
now being made in Marmora and Ma- 
doc. In the north part of the county, 
from Madoc north, with the exception 
of Wollaston, there has been @ very 
emall expenditure, as we were advised 
that the Province was taking over 
the road from Madoc to Maynooth and 
as the section of the Faulkner High-. 
way from Millbridge to L’Amable will 
be completed this year. We did not 
think it advisable to expend much on 
; the east road, as that traffic will use 
the new road when completed, and 
light maintenance work is all we feel 
justified in doing” this season. - We 
have planned to improve many dan- 
gerous curves and hills and do some 
low cost paving, but the work will be 
quite limited on account of the ap- 
cs propriations will not be sufficient to 
do what we would like to do.
